Aeaerdlng to dlapatahaa it appaan that m order 
to dlecburage the shipment of gold abroad, the 
prtea m Onat Britain baa been ralasd to SM.Tl 
aa ounce. Tha price m New York Is tU, and It li 
statad that narrowing tha margin batween tha 
London and tha Now York price has bad tba 
affact of reducing tba oetflow ot gold materially. 

Tba moyamant of gold from one country to 
anothar m recant yean Is raeordtd to ^ asranth 
annual raport of tba Bank for bitamatlonal 
gatUemanU, an organimtion owing lU origin 
■OOM eight ytaia ago to dreumatoneat aflecUng 
tba payment of war Indamnltlas. Thk report tella 
where most of tha world’i gold k storad, ai Indl- 
eatad by tba "reported gold raecnree of banka 
ot ktua and gorenunentA." During the year 193d, 
twanQr-two countries Incraaaed their gold re- 
■errm, twelrs eountrlai rnamtalnad tbelr goto 
rtacnrm without ion or gain, and In twelrs 
countries tbs gold raienre waa reduced by larger 
or imaUar amounU. 

Aa to tha twenty-two countries which m- 
craaaed tbelr gold reeerres recently. It ahould be 
noted that In stz caaea, Portugal, Bulgaria, Mo- 
roeee. Dantaig, Hungary, Peru, the Increase wad 
•Ught. Btmllarly, ot the twelrs eountrtei where 
gold reserre was reduced, the reduction was 
aimoet negUglble In three cairn, namely Anatralta, 
Canada and Bcuador. Tha outstanding feature 
m tha recent morementa of gold was the heary 
lom expcritnecd by naaca. B e ckoned In gold 
Swiss franca, ths gold rastrrea of Ptance tell 
from lt.6TS millions m 193d to 13,449 mlUlona m 
1935, and to 9,193 millions m 1939. During the 
same period tha United Btataa gold rcterres rose 
from 33,319 mlUlone m 1934 to 30,993 mlUtons In 
1935, and to 34.439 mUllons tn 1935. The United 
Kmgdora haa Increased Ita gold reserre at the 
following rata: In 1934 It was 4A90 mllUoiis: m 
1935 It waa 5,049 millions, and m 1939 It stood at 
7gtl millions, rackoned aa shore mentioned, m 
Swiss gold francs. At the end of 1939 the United 
sums held 49 pereant. Franca 11.7 per cent, and 
tha United Kingdom 10.9 per cent of the total 


Ttw Bank of International Settlements, m Its 
report, presents figures to show how much gold 
Is being produced yearly, a question of perennial 
Interest. It appears that the world production 
of gold m 1939 waa 35.354.006 fine ounces. Of Ihle 
total. South Africa contslbutsd 11339,000, Russia 
7.35»39«, United States 439^.000, Canada, 1,731,- 
000, and other eountrlm 9.349.000. It may be 
mentioned aa an mterestlng detail that Canada's 
produc t io n has doubled since 1937 and quad¬ 
rupled since 1915. 

One disturbing feature m the gold situation 
Is the uncertainty surrounding the mtentlons of 
the United States Do the Americana mtend to 
contmue their efforts to attract gold? They hare 
accumulated and are still accumulaUng great 
qualtlUes of gold. They do not allow It to get mto 
circulation, howerer. They "stcrlUie" It; they 
bury It deep m the national raults leat there 
Ihould be an Inconvenient rise of prices. The 
Aoierlcan monetary authorities hare not yet 
disclosed the purpose they hare m view m ac¬ 
cumulating these huge quantities of gold. TTiey 
now hold, and hare held for years, a quantity of I 
gold which la ctrtamiy out of all proportion to 
Iheb:
